The amendment which follows is to replace claim 9 as it should have been 
presented in the amendment filed 4/17/08: 

Claim 9 (Currently Amended): The process as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the 
dissociation [of step c] and the separation of isobutene [in step d)] from the MTBE 
present in the fraction a) are carried out in a reactive distillation column. 

The following amendment is to correct a typographical error: 
Claim 4, line 2, deleted "h as" and replaced with -has -. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the applied 
prior art to Mowry discloses fractionating an effluent stream from an etherification zone 
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into three streams wherein a sidecut stream comprising MTBE and MSBE are sent to a 
decomposition reactor to obtain desired isobutene product. Applicants have amended 
the independent claim 1 to recite the language "consisting of in relation to fractionating 
a feed stream to form two product streams prior to the dissociation step. The stream 
comprising MTBE, MSBE, TBA and C4-oligomers are sent to the dissociation step to 
obtain desired isobutene stream. Hence, the phrase "consisting of distinguishes the 
present claimed invention from Mowry because Mowry produces three streams from the 
fractionation step prior to the dissociation step whereas the claimed invention produces 
two stream from the same fractionation step. Moreover, the present claimed invention 
sends C4-oligomers to the dissociation step whereas Mowry removes C4-oligomers 
prior to the dissociation step. Therefore, Mowry does not recognize decomposition of 
C4-oligomers.
